- Oppyreſiton and {vere Uſage, ſo far as in them is poſſible to 
ale and reveve them,and {er them free of their hard Bondage, 
whereby ir may be hoped, that any of them will be gained 
by their beholding thele good Works of ſincere Chriſtians, and 
prepared thereby, -through the Preaching the Goſpel of 
Chriſt, to imbrace the true Faith of Chriſt. And for this 
cauſe it is, as wejudge, thar in ſome places in Exrope Negroes 
c:n2uo0t be bought and fold for Money, or detained to be, 
Siaves, becaulc ic tuits not with the Mercy, Love 8 Clemcacy 
that iseſſential ro Chriſtianity, nor to the Dofrine of Chriſt, 
norto the Liberty the Goſpel calleth all men uato, to whom 
it is preached. And to buy Souls and Bodies of men for _

I heretore, in true Chriſtian Love, we earneftly recom-

ſuch who have bought any, and have them atproſem, after | 
ſome reaſonable time of muderate Service they have had of 
them, or m:y have of them, that may rezſonably-antwer to- 
the Charge of what they havc laid ot, efperiallyfin heeping. 
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ſervice to anſwer that Charge, they may ſet them at Liberty, 
and _ the time they have them, ro teach them to rezd, 
and give them a Chriſtian Education.

. Firſt, Becauſc it is contrary to the Principles an] Practice - 


of the Ch: 1ſt ian Quakers to buy Prize or itollen Goods, waict 
we borea faithful Teſtimony againſt in our Mative Couniry ; 
and therefore it 15 our Duty to come forth in a Teftunon; 
againſt ſtollen Slaves, it bcing accounted a far greater Crim: 
under Moſes's Law than the ſtealing of Goods; for ſuch were 


- oply toreſtore tour fold, 6:7 he that fealeth a May and [cll:ti 


him, if' he bs found in his hand, he ſhall ſurely be p:17 to Death, 
Exod. 21.16. Theiefore as we are not to buy {toilen Goa, 
(but if at unawares it ſhould happen through Ignorance, ve 
are to reſtore them to the Owners, and ſeek our Reniedy vi 
the Thick) no more are we to buy ſtollen Slaves ; neither 
ſhould ſuch as have them keep them and their Potleriry is 
perpetual Bondage and Slavery, as is uſually dons, to the 
great ſcandal of the Chrifian Profeſſion. 


Secondly, Becauſe Chrift commanded, ſayins, AY thine 


whatſoever ye would that men ſhould do unto you, do ye even ſo ts _ 


them. Therefore as we and our Children would nct bc kept 
in perpetual Bondage and Slavery againſt our Conſent.
